Turner today shot and killed Albert 
Hamilton and W. M. Mallard in the 
c.T:ro of the law firm of Cantor, Ad- 
ams and ilclntyre and then commit- 
ted suicide. 


Turner was at one lime treasurer 


of tbe Climax Bottling company in 
•which the other two men were inter- 
ested and the three met today to offer 
a settlement growing out of an al- 
leged default on the part of Turner. 
During the conference a heated dis- 
cussion arose and Turner, drawing 
a revolver, killed. Hamilton and Mal- 
lard and then 
committed 
suicide. 


Turner came from Mount Vernon, N. 
Y,, and Hamilton 
from 
Pittsburg. 


Turner was at one time president of 
the bottling company and it is al- 
leged he wae a defaulter to the sum 
of $5,000 In his accounts and he met 
his victims by appointment to effect 
a settlement A member of the law 
firm in whose office the shooting oc- 
curred said that after the three imd 
been in conference Turner said: 


"Well, here's a check for J5.000." 
With that he put his hand la his 


pocket, pulling out a revolver and 
tired ijointlblank at Mallard. 


Hamilton made a jump for Turner 


and grappled with him, but tho latter 
succeeded In turning his revolver on 
Haimilton and killed him. Before any 
one could get into the room the mur- 
derer killed bimscl'f. 


Turner had been told of what the 


experts had found in ibis accounts and 
was informed that ho would have to 
settle or be prosecuted. Several con- 
ferences were held between the law 
firm and Turner in which Mr. Mc- 
Intyre, who is the cx-assibtant district 
attorney, took an active part. Turn- 
er at last agreed to pay the money and 
ft meeting was arranged in the law- 
yer's office la&t night. When Turner 
arrived last night he asked for Mc- 
Intyre, who was out. After a short 
talk Turner said that he had a check 
with him, but It was not celtlfled. He 
then said that he would get it certi- 
fied today and would bring it to the 
office. Today there was a long con 
ference which, It Is believed, was very 
unpleasant on both sides.

Lcventntt, Turner's counH-cl, who al 
w was present, finally turned around 
and asked Tumor

Turner replied that he would produce 
it, but instead drew tho revolver.

than Is required tor the b£an 
then close watching until the cake Is 
ready to be taken out, there is no rea- 
son why, with *. good recipe, a home- 
made wedding cake cannot be the 
proudest achievement in the bridal 
preparations. According to Good House- 
keeping, such is the case, and it gives 
Instructions, about as follows, for se- 
curing this result: 


Cream till very light one pound of 


bntter; gradually add one pound of 
sugar and beat it well together. Sepa- 
rate the yolks and whites of twelve 
eggs. If you can have two. assistants 
«t tbe work. It will hasten matters If 
one beats the yolks till thick and lem- 
on colored white the other whips the 
whites to a dry froth. It will do no 
barm If, during tbe same time, one 
cook continues the steady creaming of 
the butter and sugar. To this add the 
yolks of the eggs, then the whites. 
Add one pound of flour, saving from 
this quantity one-third of a cupful to 
dredge the" fruit, which is added later. 
Now put in two teaspoonfuls of cin- 
namon, three-fourths of a teaspoonful 
each of nutmeg, allspice and mace, half 
a teaspoonful of cloves and a quarter 
of a cupful or a little more of milk, if 
your principles forbid the use of the 
brandy which allows the traditional 
wedding cake to be made a month or 
six weeks before It is needed that It 
may improve with age. 


The fruit mixture required to enrich 


this batter is three pounds of raisins 
seeded and cut in halves, one pound 
of currants, one pound of citron cut in 
very thin slices and one pound of fine- 
ly chopped figs. Dredge the raisins, 
figs and currants with flour and add 
to the cake. Butter and flour a large 
round pan and Into this put a layer of 
the cake mixture. Dredge the citron 
with flour and lay it carefully over the 
batter. Cover with the remainder of 
the mixture; lay tbe rest of the citron 
on top. Cover tbe pan with a buttered 
paper, tying it down about the rim: 
then steam for three hours. Afterward 
bake for one and a half hours in a 
very slow oven. 


If you are not an expert on the use 


of the pastry bag in icing, the cake 
might be given a caterer for finishing 
touches, or take a private lesson on 
ornamental 
frosting at a cooking 


school. This would' cost no more than 
the baker would charge, and you 
would obtain a knowledge that would 
enable you to be prepared for a second 
wedding in the family. 


A pastry bag is made of a half yar<J 


square of rubber cloth folded into a 
three cornered bag. Tbe end Is cut off, 
and into it is slipped au icing tube, 
which can be bought for 15 cents at 
any kitchen furnishing bouse. Fill tbe 
point of the bag with the thick frost- 
Ing and squeeze it through in any pat- 
tern desired. 
Roses, stars or hearts 


can be achieved according to tbe shape 
of the tube. Hold the point of the bag 
In the left hand while using and 
squeeze the frosting through.

Do Not Sleep on Tour Left Side. 
When a patient complains of a bad 


taste in his mouth every morning on 
waking up, says a physician, tbe first 
question I ask him Is as to the position 
he assumes when going to sleep. An 
immense number of people sleep on 
the left side, and this is tBe most com- 
mon cause of the unpleasant ta,ste 
which Is generally attributed to dys- 
pepsia. If a meal has Been taken with- 
in two or three hours of going to bed, 
to sleep on the left side is to give the 
stomach a task which It is difficult in 
the extreme to perform. The student 
ofs anatomy knows that all food enters 
and leaves the stomach on the right 
side, and hence sleeping on the left 
side soon after eating involves a sort 
of pumping operation which is any- 
thing but conducive to sound repose.

fered with considerably, and the lungs 
are unduly compressed. It is probable 
that lying on the back is the most nat- 
ural position, but few men can rest 
easily so, and hence it is best to culti- 
vate the habit of sleeping on the right 
Bide. It is very largely a matter of 
habit, and the sooner it Is acquired the 
better for the sleeper nnd the wors* 
for the physician. 


Tbe Backet Shop. 


The name bucket shop is said to 


have originated In Chicago when legit- 
imate brokers would not handle an or- 
der for less than 5,000 bushels, and a 
lot of places sprang up where men of 
small means could speculate on -a tri- 
fling capital, as small as a dollar, aud 
these speculators were spoken of con- 
temptuously as buying and selling 
wheat by the bucket full. The term 
was eventually applied to all broker- 
age In stocks acd grain when tbe 
amounts dealt in were smaller than 
legitimate dealers or brokers would 
handle and more particularly to places 
where there were really no legitimate 
transactions, but where the proprietor 
and customer simply bet on tbe mar- 
ket, 
the proprietor allowing the cus- 


tomer to take either end of tbe bet in 
consideration of a commission, which 
In reality is his percentage In tbe game.

worth as much as another as long as it 
is sweet, according to W. J. Eraser of 
the Illinois station. * And Professor 
Fraser farther says as to this matter: j 


City or state' standards, where they , 


exist, make the sale of milk coming 
direct from some individual cows that 
gire milk low in fat unlawful, while it 
is in reality good, wholesome milk and 
a perfectly legitimate product when 
sold at Its proper price. But, what is 
even worse, this system prevents the 
man who produces ricb milk from get- 
ting the price be should, according to 
its food value and cost of production. 
Milk containing a high per cent of fat 
Is not only worth more for food, but it 
costs more to produce than milk coa 
tainlng a low per mit of fat, and the 
price should be governed by its com- 
position and food value and not by its 
bulk. 


Before there was a ready means of 


determining tbe composition of milk 
these difficulties could not well be 
overcome, and providing city standards 
was about all that could be done. But 
since tlie Invention of tbe Babcock 
test by Dr, Babcock of the Wisconsin 
station, by this test and lactometer 
and at slight expense and trouble it is 
now a simple matter to determine ac- 
curately the amount of fat and solids 
not fat in any milk. 


How to Standardize. 


Since fat In milk is the most varia- 


ble constituent, the other solids remain- 
Ing fairly constant, standardizing milk 
Is a comparatively simple matter. All 
*hat is necessary is to add or remove 
a certain amount of butter fat, which 
is easily done by means of the centrif- 
ugal separator or by letting the cream 
rise by gravity. While it is true tbat 
milk from individual cows varies 
somewhat .from day to day, the mixed 
milk of a herd that is milked at regu- 
lar times each day will be practically 
constant for that herd, because all of 
the cows will not test high or low 
on the same day. By testing the milk 
of a herd occasionally the per cent of 
fat in the milk may be known at all 
times with reasonable accuracy, to- 
gether with the amount of skimmilk 
that should be added or removed to 
bring it to the proper standard. If 
the separator does good work and the 
amount of milk handled is small so 
that It does not warrant testing every 
day, it may be run very close to the 
desired per cent of fat by testing once 
a week, so as to be sure that it is up 
to the required standard. Where the 
quantity of milk handled is largo it 
is more economical to run tests fre- 
quently and keep the fat at exactly 
tbe desired per cent. Even if the per- 
cent of fat varies but slightly it naakes 
a great difference in profit in the course 
of the year in a large business. 


The only apparatus necessary to 


standardize milk is a cream separator 
and a milk test. For dairymen han- 
dling but a small amount 'of milk tbe 
same results may be accomplished by 
setting the milk for a time and skim- 
ming off the cream. In this ease all 
that is necessary is a Babcock test. 
In this work ekimmilk containing 
no fat must be added or removed. If 
tbe skimmilk used contains fat, prop- 
er allowance must be made according 
to the amount of fat contained or tbe 
results will obviously be 
different. 


Water cannot be used to dilute tbe 
milk or tbe per ceut of solids not fat 
will be reduced. 


The Dairyman** Interest. 


A law compelling a mau to stand- 


ardize the milk and cream he sells 
would result in justice to both pro- 
ducer and consumer. All dairymen 
would then receive tbe legitimate price 
for their product according to its foot! 
value and cost of production and 
would not be selling G per cent milk 
in competition with 3 per cent milk and 
for the same price per quart 


The 'Apple Crop.

The greatly increasing use of the 


material called cement, for other pur- 
poses than that for which, it was first 
jsed—to serve as a substitute for

-lere in the city of Albany we see it 
ised, mixed with broken stone, 
to 


'orm stoops, 
retaining 
walls and 


3ocks. In the city of Rensselaer it is 
jeing used with good results to patch 
asphalt pavement. There seems to be 
no good reason why the walls of a 
whole buDding could not be made of 
:ement mixed with broken stone. 


How greatly the use of cement has 


ncreased, not only in tins country but 
ibroad, is evident from figures corn- 
oiled by the bureau of statistics of the 
United States treasury department, 
:howing production, exports and im- 
>orts in the years from 1893 to 1901 
nclusive. In the first mentioned year 
:here were produced in the United 
?tates 8,002,467 barrels of cement, and 
2,812,336 'barrels were imported. The 
>xports, if there were any, were so 
mall that they do not appear upon the 
ecords. Not until 1897 were reports 
)£ exports of cement received. In that 
ear they amounted to 38,490 barrels 
Jut in 1901 the production had grown 
o 20,068,737 barrels, exports toad in- 
Teased to 651,526 barrels, and1 imports 
lad decreased to 1,059.610, 


All these figures are small in com- 


•arisen with those relating to most 
•ther American industries, but they 
re imiportant and significant in that 
hey show* rapid development of an 
ndustry that was in its infancy only 
en years ago. When it is remembered 
hat there is virtually no limit to the 
ontinuance of tb4g development, eith 
T in respect to the supply of raw ma 
erial or in respect to the demand for 
tie finished product, it will be readily 
•een that the cement industry is des 
med to take its place among the lead 
ng ones of this country.—-Albany pa 
>er.

Nothing

colonizing the new possessions until 
1565, 
when Legaspi arrived at Cebu 


bringing the first priests to remain, 
and in 1570 sent his grandson Salcedo 
to subdue Luzon. That was effected 
speedily and Cebu was practically 
abandoned for awhile, Manila becom- 
ing the capital and remaining such 
to the present day, although at one 
time hard pressed for commercial su- 
premacy by Iloilo. 


The Dutch early menaced the col- 


ony, as the Netherlands and Spain 
were each trying to take all of the 
Orient to themselves; and Portugil 
was active iu disputing the rights 
Spain claimed in the 
Philiprjines. 


Chinese twice entered Luzon, led by 
pirate chieftains 
who met fatal re- 


verses in trying to establish them- 
selves. Members of the Li Mah Hong 
expedition who were left behind, be- 
came joint founders of the 
tribe 


termed Igorrotes and who were best 
fcnown as users of the bow and ar- 
row. In 1762 Admiral Cornish 
and 


eneral Draper took Manila for Eng- 


land but it was given up at the close 
of the war then on by England against 
Spain and France. This 
expedition 


eft behind numbers of East Indian 
allies who intermarried among natives 
about the Laguna de Bay eastward of 
Manila. 
Nowadays several national- 


.ties are well represented in the 
elands, and taken with the native 
tribes, some fifty languages and dia- 
ects are recognized. These different 
>eoples inhabit a much smaller coun- 
try than the United States, and in 
some respects an older one, yet the 
mode of living is such that a union 
among the different types that would 
nake it powerful, could hardly be 
brought about. Let us then note some 
of the features that contrasted with 
hose of our land, seem worthy of nar- 
ration. 


The aborigines of this part of the 


world are not much in evidence. They 
were long since crowded out of ex- 
stence by Malay invaders in all but 
he more inaccessible parts of the 
arger islands. They are not tattooed 
avages, but are low in the scale of 
human intelligence and in appearance 
small, with blacker skin than the Ma- 
ay, and with kinky hair, being known 
as Negritos by the Spaniards, and 
Aetas by some of the ether natives. 


The Malays had spread over the 


slands long before the 
Spaniards 


came, at which time missionaries from 
Arabia had diffused Mohammed's pre- 
cepts throughout Malaysia, from the 
peninsula eastward to Brunei and ad- 
acent islands. To the north of Borneo, 
hey or their followers had penetrated 
o the limits of the present Sulu archi- • 
pelago when the advent of Spaniards 
arrested 
their 
progress. Being at- 


acked by the Spaniards they clashed. 
md then assuming the 
aggressive 


lave always retained possession of 
what 
they 
first 
occupied—except 


northern Palawan or Paragua, which 
heir sultan ceded to Spain a hundred 
rears ago,—and until the last fifty 
ears imado incursions to the utter- 
most settlements, harassing all alike. 
The introduction of light draft gun- 
)oats, and the improvements made in 
Irearms with which Moros could not 
ceep pace, sufficed to make Spaniards 
.he more formidable upon water, so 
:hat piracy is now little practiced, 
and the watch towers, once used to 


ive timely warning of the approach 


of Moro fleets, are crumbling for want 
of care. Though their islands 
have 


ieen nominally owned and controller! 
by Spain, these Suluans have been a 
jrcat obstacle to the occupation of 
hem by Spaniards. They are still in- 
labiting the greater portion of the 
Southern third of the Philippines, 
which includes all of the Sulu archi- 
pelago. 


They are a Gypsylike lot, or Bedou- 


ns. we may say—but have fixed habi- 
tations—and in lieu of the desert live 
much upon the water, controlling thr 
iearl fisheries in the fow places that 
;hey exist, and some clans still prac- 
:ice piracy along their awn shores. 


Moro boats with a capacity of from 


two or three to a dozen or fifteen 
people, are skillfully constructed by 
hewing a log to a sharp edge the en- 
tire length of oir> siilo, that to Ix 
hewn flat the width of eight or 
ten 


inches at the center, gradually nar- 
rowing toward ci(h"r end and curv- 
ing gracefully upward in sharp 
at the ends, forming the bctto.ni; the 
remaining part of ihi.i single mam 
piece hollowed ci.t until t!u> boat is 
as thin as though marie of boards, and 
then the whole buoyed by means of 
bamboo outriggers of equal length 
with ahd placed parallel to tho craft, 
one on either side, fastened to the 
ends of throe or four aims (hat pro- 
ject a few feet at right angles on a 
downward slant trom the top of. the 
side to the water. 
Such boats are 


practically proof against accident save 
to the outriggers themselves which 
from the nature of bainbon and the 
way in which it is lashed is not to be 
counted upon. The, body js made quite 
smooth inside and out and trimmed 
with nicely carved wood, the carving 
in particular Retting it off as quite 
distinctly Moro. It is Hlocrod by uslug 
an oar only, and a single largo Bail 
is used when tho wind la favorable. 
Tho Sulim call thorn dapangs, whilo 
in the Malay tongue ouch row boats 


al'h- clear, making visible thg corals 
and 
blue starfish 
in 
which they 


j abound, and on dark nights are beau- 
! tilled by phosphorescence when dis- 
jturLeJ. Pen" ar*> constructed for t&xi- 
i :nj ihe many \arJ«jiies of beautifully 
colored fish at !o\v tHe, also traps of 
bamboo bark, cage-like structures as 
large as a light wagon bed. 


The dothing, woven upon their own 


looms by the worsen, is of various 
•>ri.;ht colors when n?%v but is seidcin 
if ever, washed. The men wear tur- 
cans cf many shades, or the fez with 
or without tassels. At the waist sashes 
cf different colors are wound upon 
each other, the outside one exposing 
ihe ethers whore they are tied in 
front. A loose coat worn unbuttoned 
but, 
having tight sleeves, completes 


the apparel, since footwear is seldom 
used. 
Women wear a tight fitting 


waist r.nd loose bifurcated "skirt, and 
sometimes over all the salendang or 
sarong'is thrown. 
Their head and 


feet are bare excepting when the sa- 
rong is used as a shawl. For orna- 
ments they have wristlets of silver or 
bone, and quite often several of each. 


The sarong is the national dress 


handed down from the Malay ances- 
try, in appearance resembling tbe 
robe of ancient Romans, being a large 
barreled shaped, endless piece of thin 
roods, hung upon one shoulder like 
a sash and allowed to fall with some- 
times graceful abandon over the body. 
The children wear nothing else, but 
more often are entirely naked. They 
spend much time in swimming and 
diving about, and none, young or old, 
are out of the sun enough to be af- 
fected hy it by staying in it bare- 
headed for hours; and this noonday 
sun is not one that you or I would 
care to remain in long, even with pro- 
tection for the head. 


Occasionally one, especially a priest 


or man of note, wears a scattering 
mustache and scant beard, which lat- 
ter the Filipinos do not affect as an 
occasional mustache quite as tliin as 
the beard of the Moro, is all that they 
attempt, unless hair grows from a 
mole; that is nei'er trimimcd. 
As 


Moros are of purer Malay stock, they 
ire of a browner shade than Fili- 
)inos, but all of both branches have 
".traight hair. Spanish blood has been 
nfused among nearly all the tribes, 
jrobably from the earliest days of 
iccupation, and Caucasian strains are 


noticeable among the clans other 


than Moro. 


At the advent of the Spaniards, the 


Visayans had a written language, 
,vhich was so completely destroyed 
)y the priests that all mythological 
ind ether lore became lost, and the 
r"ew traditions that were not eradi- 
cated throw no light upon their past. 
They are inhabitants of the central 
Philippines and would seem to be one 
step removed from the Sulus or Moros 
>vho were following and, in turn, just 
ihead of the true Malay of today; but 
who, in accepting Mohammedanism at 
the same time that the Visayans were 
jmbracing Christianity. lost a great 
imount of the similarity formerly ex- 
isting hy reason of kinship. Until about 
1550, 
these peoples had no religio;! 


;hat was as well suited to their de- 
vout and superstitious natures as the 
ones offered by the occidental mis- 
sionaries. 


In Luzon, v/here the head of the van 
;iad preceded, much the same occur- 
encc prevailed to destroy traces of 
"he past, in all except the spoken lan- 
guages which, though becoming more 
ind more unlike each other, have re- 
mained distinct from acquired foi'- 
ugn tongues. Tagalogs in serving the 
•Spaniards have spread their dialect 
•hroughout tho islands, and 
some 


.vords which seem to belong to no 
tribe run in the languages of nearly 
ill of them. 


The term Filipino was first given to 


children born in the Filipinas whose 
>arents were foreigners there. 
It 


passed from its original use however, 
ind is now applied only to natives of 
"he brown race who have become 
Jhristianizcd, that being nearly all 
-xcept 
the 
Mohammedans. 
Half 


breed Spanish or Chinese children are 
ermed imestizos (feminine, mestiza). 
Filipinos arc of medium height, rath- 
spare of flesh, having black hair not 
tinky, and rather blackish brown skin 
when pure blooded, but quite as often 
they are of some shade between that 
ind white. On the cascos or barges 
iropelled in tho Pasig river and canals 
ributary to it about Manila. I have 
often particularly 
noticed the fine 


•;loss or walnutlike polish that the 
boatmen exhibit, when, with bodies 
•jared to the waist, they lean against 
an end of a bamboo pole the other 
end of which is temporarily embed- 
lecl in the bottom of the stream, thus 
forcing the casco backward with tho 
?eet. Thtsc men have well rounded 
muscles, and the rich bronze effect 
caused by the sun glistening on their 
backs is pleasiug to see., forming an 
appropriate match to tho hair of the 
women. 
While employed thus, they 


oftou have their families along and 
live on the barge with a few chlckem- 
and what other possessions they may 
have. Nearly all own nt leant a fight- 
ing cock, and matching their birds at 
fords .the amusement thnt seems na 
tlonal here. Swarming upon the boats 
or at work in numbers anywhere, Fili- 
pinos arc veritable "brownies." 


In ordinary life the family aUs-or, 


early, working during the cooler hoim- 
of the morning and evening, sleeping 
at noonday after eating the heaviest 
meal of fish and rice, with fruits in 
season. 
No stoves arc Ttsed for any 


purpose, and all cooking la done by 
kindling a small fire between thrco 
stones, and placing the pan or pot 
over them in primitive fashion. 
For 


flovoral reasons thiH occurs out of 
doors in good weather. 


The habitation, food and clothing,

Footwear is commonly confined to a 


beelless slipper,—being a plain sole 
with a cove: in?: for the toes to hold 
it on the foot,—for th6 dry weather, 
and a high heeled, thick soled wcOdcn 
clog for wet weather. Stockings are 
not much worn in either case. 


The clothing of the women consists 


chiefly of red or blue cotton prints for 
skirts, always detached from the waist, 
and which are not made up into skirts, 
but remain oblong sheets of cloth to 
be wound about the body as one would 
shelter one's self temporarily with a 
olanket, tucked in at the belt to hold 
it in position. The waist Is made with 
low neck and large loose sleeves often 
from eight to tifteen Inches wide at 
the wrist end, narrowing toward the 
shoulder to the size of the arm. and 
commonly not drawn at the belt, btit 
suspended from the points of the 
shoulders, eliminating the waist line, 
which is never confined by corsets. 


Over the shoulders is worn the pan- 


uela or handkerchief, usually of white 
and 
folded 
cornerwise 
with 
two 


ends drawn together in front and fast- 
ened at the bosom. This produces a 
pleasing effect, as the panuelas are 
often of the delicate pineapple fibre 
or pina cloth, nicely embroidered. If 
the hair is down to dry or for other 
effect, they have done all that they 
can to be pretty unless the jewelry 
of doubtful value be considered. From 
childhood these women carry loads 
on the head and thereby acquire a 
shuffle of the legs, induced by keeping 
the body stiff and poised, that re- 
minds one of the gait of a cow. Their 
babes are carried astride the hip, caus- 
ing them, to assume a slanting posi- 
tion, and. on the whole, one hesitates 
whether to term them picturesque or 
grotesque. 


Unless they are doing work that 


would quickly soil them, the men wear 
coats and pants of pure white which 
are laundered frequently. 
When not 


wearing a coat they may often be seen 
wearing a shirt, which is .much in 
fact an outside garment. As the pants 
are held . y a belt under the shirt at 
the waist instead of by suspenders 
that garment then forms a coat anil 
shirt combined. It is impressive to 
note what care a Filipino uses to avoid 
soiling his suit anrl white cloth shoes, 
which he wears indoors and on the 
street when the weather will permit. 


The Oriental mind is sometimes un 


intelligible, but probably seems so be- 
cause it is simplicity itself instead ol 
being in the least intricate or deep. 
Of a stoically serene temperament, the 
quiet Filipinos remind one of old peo- 
ple, who sit thinking of the 'past, or 
of the silent little men in "Rip Van 
Winkle." It is but natural that the en- 
vironment productive of such a state 
if mind should create 
"Nirvana" a?
